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THE SECOND BUILDING WEEK 


Since the pioneer effort last year at 
Tunbridge Wells, MOW seems to have 
learnt quite a lot more about exhibi- 
tions. The recent effort at Leeds, judg- 
ing by the crowds on the first two days, 
seems of considerable interest to the 
general public as well as to architects 
and builders. I was doubtful when I 
first heard that everything but the plant 
was to be displayed in tents, but these 
turned out to be large enough to give 
a reasonable feeling of space, and, per- 
haps because walls and ceilings were so 
absorbent, the loud speaker system in 
the tent for meetings was about the best 
I have ever heard. 


* 


But I am still unhappy about the sort 
of show the RIBA put on. At their own 
headquarters the RIBA put on some of 
the best exhibitions of architecture this 


country has ever seen, but when they 
come to publicize their own profession 
they go all bumble-footed and pompous. 
Screens of photographs, plans and 
elevations are alli right for other archi- 
tects, but do they help at all to put the 
profession over to the public? This is 
the verbatim text of the introductory 
screen to the RIBA stand: — 


This exhibition, organized by the RIBA, 
illustrates some of the recent work designed 
by the architectural profession. Architects’ 
work ranges from the design of individual 
new buildings to planning new towns. Archi- 
tects may be employed by private clients or 
may work for public authorities or commer- 
cial firms, either as private practitioners or 
in a salaried capacity. Architects carry full 
responsibility for the design.and supervision 
of building work entrusted to them, though 
on all but the smallest jobs the services of 
the quantity surveyor are needed and pro- 
bably those of the consulting engineer. They 
prepare sketch designs for the employer’s 
approval, make working drawings and speci- 
fications covering every detail of the building, 
beginning with the foundations and ending 
perhaps with the decoration and furnishing. 
They negotiate with public authorities, obtain 
licences and statutory approvals, and advise 
on contract procedure. They issue the neces- 
sary instructions to the builder, certify pay- 
ments to him and supervise the work while 
in course of construction to make sure that 
it is built in accordance with the specifica- 
tion and drawings. 


Do my publicity-conscious readers 
consider this adequate? I would be 
interested to hear their comments. 


In contrast to this, I found that quan- 
tity surveying was explained very much 
better in the Education and Training 
section. Starting with a window detail, 
the whole process of taking off quanti- 
ties was illustrated with sample work 
pages leading up to the final bill. 


Couldn’t we put architecture across in 
the same way, explaining that the archi- 
tect should be the key man in good 
building, and show him working out 
every step, from discussing the suit- 
ability of the site to the production of 
sketch schemes and then a final set of 
working drawings and specifications? 
Displays of drawings only reinforced, 
I think, the far too prevalent idea that 
the architect is merely the chap who 
puts the art in, and remembering all the 
other specialists consulted, it is not sur- 
prising that the public tend to wonder 
how the architect’s fees are really 
earned. 


FOLK MUSEUMS 

The correspondence in The Times on 
the subject of folk museums suggests 
that in spite of our love of cottages, 
spinning wheels and copper kettles, we 
are Philistines at heart. In England 
there is no place where the visitor can 
go and examine the kind of things 
which, as Mrs. Mellanby said in her 
letter, “form the background of daily 
life in times past,” and those in Wales, 
Scotland and the Isle of Man seem to 
be little known. Whether, as has been 
suggested, such a folk museum should 
be in one place where cottages of differ- 
ent regions and periods could be erected 
and equipped is open to doubt.

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barn or cottage, with its contemporary 
contents and equipment, but also to 
have it in the habitat where it orgin- 
ated? The visitor to Britain usually 
wishes to travel through the country and 
each area could have its own group of 
exhibits. In many villages there are 
houses and buildings of all aspects and 
sizes that would be suitable for such an 
enterprise. As time goes on, it will be- 
come increasingly difficult and expen- 
sive to prepare such a “ museum.” It 
is to be hoped that Mrs. Mellanby’s 
letter will evoke a response in official 
quarters. 


TREASURE HOUSES 

The Bureau of Current Affairs is doing 
its best to stimulate the kind of interest 
that would produce support for such a 
venture as that referred to above. Their 
latest “map review” is devoted to 
“England’s treasure houses.” The map 
plots plenty of the largest houses belong- 
ing to the National Trust that contain 
“books, furnishings and other works of 
art.” I am pleased to say that there is 
a photograph in this latest review of 
Draycott Park in Wiltshire. My readers 
will remember that I mentioned this 
house some time ago as having been 
disposed of to a local builder who pro- 
posed to use it as a quarry and a source 
of other building materials. It still 
stands, though sorely battered. 


PRIVATE FIGURES 

This is a poor time of year for gal- 
lery-going, unless you like exhibitions 
of the kind usually described as 
“mixed.” I confess that I don’t; I 
find a couple of hundred paintings by 
half as many artists crowded together 
on the walls of a small West End gal- 
lery a weariness to the eye and no 
great consolation to the spirit. A good 
exhibition, I suspect, must be inspired 
by something more than the hope that 
some of the pictures may be sold. 


However, there is one mixed exhibi- 
tion, not of painting but of sculpture, 
which is well worth a visit. It is called

What is the limiting factor to the rate 
of growth of a town?

On 
the other hand it may be just the length 
of time it takes to provide services, or 
houses, or other essential buildings to 
form a balanced whole. When the 
answer has been found it may then be 
possible to devise a way of speeding up 
the growth of the towns so that 
ASTRAGAL will have a chance to see 
them before he lies spinning, like a 
dynamo, in his grave, revolved by the 
planning heresies of future generations. 


PADDINGTON POOL SITE 

I was pleased to see that the MOTCP 
has shuffled into step again with the 
avant garde and dismissed the appeal 
of Paddington Borough Council against 
the refusal of the LCC to permit the de- 
velopment of the open space by Pad- 
dington Pool (see this column of August 
17 and sketch below by architect Philip 
Cundall).

But if Paddington is short 
of sites, London is even shorter of open 
spaces, and there are plenty of derelict 
areas in ean which need re- 
building.

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NEW TOWNS MUST PAY FOR THEMSELVES 


HE New Town Development Corporations, as govern- 
ment sponsored enterprises, differ from other public 
bodies such as the National Coal Board or the British 

Electricity Authority in that the value of the assets with which 
they begin their activities is practically negligible. A further 
difference is that the duty of each corporation is to act as an 
agency to create assets in the form of a thriving town of many 
thousand inhabitants, and that, having done this, the corpora- 
tion will be dissolved and its functions transferred to the local 
authority and the statutory undertakers for the area. There 
is one similarity, however, between the New Town Develop- 
ment Corporations and the national boards ; this is that, even 
under state enterprise, the one standard by which their 
efficiency can be gauged is the profit and loss account which 
has to be rendered each year to Parliament. 

The accounts of the new towns, so far, have been chiefly 
concerned with details of expenditure of government grants. 
But the time will come when details of income will also be 
shown in these accounts. The methods by which a profit 
and loss account can be drawn up for a New Town, built under 
state enterprise, are still unknown. In the present state of 
national economy, however, it is vital that the New Towns . 
should be made to pay for themselves. 

Architects and architect-planners can play a leading part in 
creating the assets represented by the building of a New Town. 
There are three ways by which this can be done. First, 
building should be carried out at a reasonable cost, as con- 
struction will represent the major part of the overall expendi- 
ture. Secondly, it should be realized that economies can be 
effected by sound construction and by adequate but not 
excessive standards for estate layout. Thirdly, a contribution 
can be made toward the creation of a good standard of estate 
development values by means of the correct siting of different 
types of buildings in the right numbers. 

How can building costs be reduced ? Our Technical Editor, 
R. Fitzmaurice, stated five principles on ways of reducing 
costs at the conference on Housing held by the Housing Centre 
during the summer. ‘These were as follows :—Build simpler 
and less lavishly equipped houses ; improve technique so that 
more houses are built for the same outlay of money or effort ; 
persuade everybody concerned to work harder for the same 
money, or to accept less money ; and cut out all waste of 
material and effort. 

Our greatest hope lies in the possibility of improvements in 
technique. There have recently been demonstrations of 
speedier house building methods which are worth the 
attention of those concerned with the building of new towns. 
There are, for example, the hundred “ on site” houses which 
are being erected for the LCC. This method involves the 
use of a specially designed machine which is said to make 
possible the erection of 100 houses in 100 days by 45 unskilled 
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and semi-skilled men. Another system of speedy and econo- 
mical building, the Schindler method of flat construction, will 
be fully described in a forthcoming issue of THE JOURNAL.

tion,” and more intrigued by Mr. Jellett’s | 


assurance that, subject to site limitations, 
the Ocean Terminal building achieves this 
“maximum degree.” 

Indeed, the statement is reminiscent of the 
advice given by that distinguished physician, 
Sir Ralph Bloomfield Bonington in The 
Doctor's Dilemma: “Approach your patient, 
inject your anti-toxin and stimulate the 
phagocytes.” The Ocean Terminal building 
has precipitated an architectural dilemma, 
and it appears that Mr. Jellett and his staff 
have stimulated the phagocytes of ezsthetic 
appreciation, but, like their Shavian counter- 
part, have stimulated them in the wrong way. 

Perhaps Mr. Jellett will forgive me if I 
presume to suggest that,’ after close observa- 
tion, the Ocean Terminal patient appeared 
to me to have a somewhat billious expres- 
sion which 1 can only assume is due to an 
ill-considered anti-toxin and one adminis- 
tered too late.

tion, with its failure to set out the essentials, 
its continuous clause numbering, its devout 
clauses bequeathing treasure trove to the 
King, is disorganized, lyrical and inconse- 


quent. Only a great eccentric could use it 
efficiently. 

The structure of the document requires 
revision, and doubtless the BSI and RIBA 
are working on this. In the meantime a 
workable instrument could be made by an 
initial recognition that the three essentials 
in a specification—materials, workmanship 
and the scheduled works—should be kept 
distinct, followed by a decision to confine 
clause-numbering each 
separate trade. 

The preliminary clauses should be isolated 
and standardized. Each trade should be 
divided in two. Part 1 would cover materials 
and workmanship and would be invariable. 
On each job the architect could then con- 
centrate on writing pait 2. Having estab- 
lished his definitions he would be concerned 
only with scheduling the particular works 
required. The contractor would then be 
instructed to price part 2 only in the light 
of the definitions set out in part 1. This 
would be workable.

Progress report on Crawley 
by D. Rigby Childs 


The proposal for a new town at Crawley 
was first made by Mr. Silkin in 1946 as 
part of the comprehensive scheme for the 
decentralization of population from London. 
The population for the new town is to come 
from Greater London generally and 
especially from the southern side. The 
ultimate size is to be 50,000 persons. 


Situated in parts of three counties, East 
Sussex, West Sussex and Surrey, the site, 
partially built up, contains the existing small 
town of Crawley and includes the villages 
of Ifield and Three Bridges and part of the 
villages of Lowfield Heath and Worth. The 
present population is about 10,000 persons. 


The topography is generally flat, rising to 
the south. The site is well provided with 
hedgerows and trees and is an area of mixed 
farming.

By this month 1314 acres of land 
and building and 17 shop properties had 
been acquired by the Development Cor- 
poration, which is also in the course of 
acquiring a further 632 acres of land and 
buildings and 76 shop properties. 


By the end of this month 46 houses of all 
types and-4 flats had been completed. 


The only other buildings to be completed 
are semi-permanent office buildings for the 
use of the Development Corporation. 


The number of buildings under construction 
are: 458 houses of all types (by the end of 
July):96 flats of all types (work just start- 
ing); six factories (standard factory units 
totalling 33,000 sq. ft. in area); one private 
factory (stage 1 construction, approximately 
60,000 sq. ft. in area); one labour hostel for 
450 men yet completed. 


The total expenditure on constructional 
works completed or in progress by the end 
of July was £1,458,166 (civil engineering, 
£615,371; building construction, £842,795). 


The total labour force at work was 750 
men, with 341 men on civil engineering and 
409 men on building construction. 

[N.B.—650 men were employed on Cor- 
poration work, 301 men on civil engineering, 
and 349 men on building construction. The

NEW TOWNS: No.4 


Progress report on Hemel 
Hempstead by D. Rigby Childs 


One of the sites recommended in the 
Greater London Plan, 1944, for the building 
of a new town was one in north-west Hert- 
fordshire in the relatively open land between 
the village of Redbourn and Hemel Hemp- 
stead. The site finally chosen for a new 
town in this area, after consideration by the 
MOTCP of the Inter-departmental Com- 
mittee Report is one, however, which incor- 
porates the borough of Hemel Hempstead. 
The population for the new town is to come 
from the London area, and special arrange- 
ments to this end exist between the Develop- 
ment Corporation and certain North London 
local authorities. The ultimate size is to be 
60,000 persons. 

The site is an area of mixed development. 
There is the old town of Hemel Hempstead 
in a pleasant valley setting, the communi- 
ties of Apsley and Boxmoor, open parkland 
and farmland. A _ considerable industrial 
and commercial nucleus already exists. The 
present population is about 22,000 persons. 

The topography is typical of the Chilterns. 
The site is bisected from north to south by 
the Gade valley. At Two Waters the Gade 
is joined by the Bolbourne stream, flowing 
from the west. The valleys are steep and 
narrow; plateaux between them rise to 400 
ft. and are broken up by smaller valleys.

COMMENT 


Hemel Hempstead Development Corpora- 
tion was appointed in March, 1947, and for 
the remainder of that year the Corporation 
was engaged in litigation arising from the 
designation order. 

The new town is being constructed around 
the existing nucleus of over 6,000 houses. 
The Corporation is anxious to avoid a clash 
between the character of its new buildings 
and that of the present development, in 
particular that of the old part of the town 
with its 16th-17th century High Street, 
Norman church and adjoining parkland. 
The Corporation considers that the relative 
density of new buildings to open spaces 
should be about the same as that which is 
to be found in the present town; the colour 
and form of new construction should be in 
keeping with the character of the present 
buildings. 

In adding the new town to the present large 
nucleus the Corporation is faced with prob- 
lems of re-development which do not arise 
where the site is more open. On the other 
hand, it finds available existing services and 
amenities which help to keep down early 
heavy capital expenditure and to attract new 
population to the town.

The three form entry-secondary modern school for girls at Litherland was the first to be completed for 
the Lancashire County Council after the war. Work was started in March, 1947, and the buildings 
were completed in just under three years. The school has been designed to accommodate 510 pupils. 
A fixed form contract was adopted and the buildings were completed in two parts. The first part, with 
accommodation for 270 pupils, took thirteen months to build. It was necessary to build a temporary 
staff room, lavatories and a boiler house as these were not completed until the second stage.

The first operation was to erect two bays 
of tubular scaffolding to support the 
shuttering. When these were in position 
the soffite framework to rib 1 was erected, 
and reinforcing rods to the rib were set up, 
followed by side and top shutters, the latter 
up to a 20° slope only. 

A series of traps was left in the outer face 
of the rib shutters to allow concrete to be 
poured. Each rib was concreted in one 
operation and completed in about 7 hours. 
Owing to the unusual shape of the building 
it was not convenient to use a fixed hoist, 
and a mobile crane with a 40-ft. jib was 
hired for this purpose, picking up the con- 
crete in }-yd. skips from the mixer and

FOOTBRIDGE 


The first operation was to excavate for 
and form normal concrete bases for the two 
columns on each platform 60 ft. apart. 
When this was complete, steel reinforcement 
was erected, over which 15-in. dia. spun 
concrete tubes, in 3-ft. lengths, were threaded 
to form permanent shuttering into which the 
concrete was poured, thus giving a smooth 
finish to the columns. 


Into the top of each column were cast two 
1}-in. bolts to hold down the large rolled 


hoisting wherever needed. To avoid un- 
even pressure during concreting, each rib 
was filled in 6-ft. stages to alternate sides. 
Great care had to be taken during con- 
creting to keep concrete from being poured 
against the sides, as this would have rubbed 
the retarder from the shutters. 


After the completion of rib 1 the period 
allowed by the consulting engineers for 
striking was revised, the foreman being 
allowed to use his own discretion, and it 
is interesting to note that each of the six 
remaining ribs were concreted one day and 
the side shutters taken off the next. This 
proved a great aid to brushing out cement 
from surfaces, the result of which can be 
seen in the photograph on page 263.

Owing to restriction on timber, only one 
set of shutters for one rib and one panel 
was availabJe for the job, plus one fib 
soffite. This second soffite was erected to 
rib 2 and reinforcing rods were set up, thus 
being ready for side and top shutters as 
they were struck from rib 1. When rib2 
was concreted, shuttering erected 
between the ribs for the 6-in. roof slab, 
This sequence of operations was repeated for 
each successive bay. 


Concreting to the 6-in. slab in each bay 
was done in four stages, and was aided by 
the use of mechanical vibrators, up to the 
20° slope. Shuttering to the bays was struck 
in 4 days.

Twenty-two examples of shell and barrel 
roofs. Each well illustrated with small 
scale plan, section and photographs. Very 
brief notes of main dimensions and features 
of the constructions illustrated. 


This is an interesting publication in that 
it shows a good collection of recent 
British examples of this development in 
concrete design. Drawings are clear and 
photographs good. Unfortunately there is 
no general data and no guidance for archi- 
tects about what can or cannot be done— 
except what can be inferred from a close 
study of all the examples. There is no in- 
formation on costs—not even of a general 
nature. There is one very slight reference, 
in the half page introduction, to the use of 
standardised form-work. Surely this must 
be a vital consideration and one wonders 
whether something really big in the way of 
standardisation could be done here in order 
to reduce costs to a level which would put 
this useful form of construction within easy 
reach of many who at present reject it as 
too expensive. Surely some standardisation 
could be achieved while still leaving 
designers free enough to meet their varying 
needs, Special cases could still be met by 
special form-work where it could be 
justified.

The hinged halves can be closed over those 
which are fixed, and then present an un- 
absorbent face. The panels are linked and 
the room can be changed silently in 10 
sec. from a reverberant to a non-rever- 
berant room. 


The system is much cheaper and simpler 
than most of the previous types, especially 
those which are mechanised. Although it 
is suggested for several types of rooms, it 
is likely that it has its best use in studios, 
where it can be controlled to known 
requirements.

things concerned enter into the daily life 
of the people in the way that domestic 
heating appliances do. The very consider- 
able developments of domestic heating appli- 
ances which have been made in recent years 
have been fairly well publicized at the 
architect’s level, but the general public are 
still all too ignorant. The present book 
is a noble attempt made by the energetic 
Women’s Advisory Council on Solid Fuel 
to remedy the situation by providing 
domestic science teachers with up-to-date 
and reliable information on domestic 
heating. 

The book deals with the history of the 
domestic fire, the type of coal and methods 
of its distribution, and then goes on to give 
some very good descriptions of main types 
of domestic heating appliances with critical 
appreciations of their performance. This 
part of the book might well be a useful 
introduction to the subject for architectural 
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students. Hot water heating and home 
circulation are also dealt with briefly. 

Not really a book for the architect, but 
one which architects might well recommend 
to their clients, especially to local authority 
housing committees.
